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Professor Tomasz Majewski was born in Warsaw 
on July 28, 1940. He studied botany in the Fac- 
ulty of Biology and Earth Sciences of Warsaw 
University. He specialized in mycology in the 
Department of Plant Systematics and Geography 
of Warsaw University and in 1963 obtained his 
master’s degree under the supervision of Professor 
Alina Skirgiełło. At that time he started work at 
the Phytopathology Department of the Warsaw 
University of Life Sciences (WULS) under the su- 
pervision of Professor Józef Kochman. Initially he 
worked as a trainee assistant (1963—1964), and the 
following year he began his doctoral studies. Over 
the next 25 years he was employed at the Institute 
of Botany, Polish Academy of Sciences in Krakow. 
He worked in the Laboratory of Mycology of the 
Institute as a senior assistant (1965—1969), lecturer 
(1970-1980), assistant professor (1980—1988) and 
professor (1989—1990). His place of work, how- 
ever, remained in Warsaw in the Department of 
Plant Systematics and Geography of Warsaw Uni- 
versity, where he was a resident. He obtained the 
title of full professor in 1988. In 1990 he returned 
to his work in the WULS Phytopathology Depart- 
ment, where he was tenured as associate professor 
(1990—2002) and then full professor. He retired in 
October 2006. 

Professor Majewski's scientific interests in- 
clude the ecology and taxonomy of microscopic 
fungi, especially of obligatory parasites of plants 
and some arthropods. He obtained his doctoral de- 
gree in natural sciences in 1969 from the Faculty of 
Biology of Warsaw University for the thesis Grzyby 


pasozytnicze Bialowieskiego Parku Narodowego 
na tle mykoflory Polski (‘Parasitic fungi of the 
Białowieża National Park against the background 
of the mycoflora of Poland’), which was supervised 
by Professor Alina SkirgieHo. The subject of the 
dissertation was plant parasitic fungi representing 
large and important taxonomic groups from the 
orders Peronosporales, Erysiphales, Ustilaginales 
and Uredinales. The study results, published in 
1971, are recognized worldwide as pioneering 
findings in the mycocoenology of microscopic 
fungi. For his dissertation Analiza geograficzna 
flory Uredinales Polski (*Geographic analysis of 
the Uredinales flora of Poland"), in 1978 he earned 
a postdoctoral degree from the Faculty of Biology 
of Warsaw University. Studies of three ofthe afore- 
mentioned fungal orders were published as com- 
prehensive taxonomic monographs 1n the series 
Flora Polska, Rosliny zarodnikowe Polski i ziem 
ościennych, Grzyby ( Flora of Poland, Spore plants 
of Poland and adjacent regions, Fungi’) initiated 
and edited by Professor SkirgieHo. Together with 
Józef Kochman he published a volume devoted 
to the order Peronosporales in 1970 and Ustilagi- 
nales in 1973; in 1977 and 1979 he produced two 
volumes of Uredinales elaborated on his own. The 
monographs were based on his rich collections 
which now are deposited in the herbarium of the 
W. Szafer Institute of Botany, Polish Academy of 
Sciences in Kraków (KRAM). These first syn- 
thetic taxonomic studies of Polish microscopic 
fungi significantly extended our knowledge of the 
species richness, ecology and distribution of those 
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micromycetes in our country and they greatly fa- 
cilitated the work of our next generations of my- 
cologists. Despite the passage of time and despite 
being published only in Polish, they are still cited 
in the world literature. 

A little later Professor Majewski took up the 
taxonomy and ecology of Laboulbeniomycetes, 
that is, fungi of the order Laboulbeniales, which 
are obligatory parasites of arthropods, mostly in- 
sects. A measurable result of his work is one of 
the world's richest collections of these fungi, with 
over 10,000 specimens, is deposited in the her- 
barium of the Institute of Botany, Polish Academy 
of Sciences. Besides domestic species, the col- 
lection contains material from Japan collected by 
Professor Majewski during his year-long scientific 
fellowship at Shizuoka University (1984—1985). 
Based on the collected materials he prepared three 
comprehensive monographs of these fungi The 
Laboulbeniales of Poland (1994), Distribution 
and ecology of Laboulbeniales in the Bialowieza 
Forest (2003), and recently the extensive Atlas of 
the geographical distribution of fungi in Polana, 
Laboulbeniales (2008). Professor Majewski is one 
of the world's few specialists on this difficult group 
of fungi; thanks to his research, Poland is one of 
the countries with the best-studied fungal flora. 

The culmination of Professor Majewski's re- 
search on microscopic fungi was his participation 
in the editorial work and his authorship or co- 
authorship of nine chapters of a comprehensive 
study presenting the state of knowledge of these 
fungi in our country: A preliminary checklist of 
Micromycetes in Poland, published in the Biodi- 
versity of Poland series in 2008. 

Another field of his work 1s the history of 
Polish science. This research includes the his- 
tory of scientific institutions and the people who 
greatly contributed to the development of botany, 
and especially mycology and phytopathology. He 
has written life profiles or biographical notes on 
more than 30 Polish scholars. Among them are 
biographies of such famous and distinguished sci- 
entists as Ludwik Garbowski, Andrzej Nespiak, 
Tadeusz Dominik, Henryk Teleżyński and Alina 
SkirgieHo, but also people less known or even 
completely unknown to the wider public, who 


thanks to him have been rescued from oblivion. 
His achievements also include reports on the his- 
tory of closely related research conducted at the 
Pulawy scientific institutes, the Warsaw Scientific 
Society and the Warsaw University of Life Sci- 
ences; he also collected material on the history of 
the Polish Botanical Society. Currently, Professor 
Majewski 1s preparing a monograph on the his- 
tory of phytopathology in Poland, announced in 
a recently published article about the beginnings 
of this scientific discipline in our country. 

Professor Tomasz Majewski's organizational 
activity in scientific societies and organizations 
in Poland is impressive. Since 1961 he has been 
a member of the Polish Botanical Society. He was 
Secretary of its Warsaw Branch (1966-1968) and 
Secretary of its Mycological Section (1970—1977), 
and later was made a member of the Presidium 
of the Main Board (1979-2007) and Deputy 
Secretary-General for three terms (1983-1989, 
1998-2001). In 1989-2004 he was the custodian 
ofthe Polish Botanical Society Library in Warsaw. 
Since 1983, while serving as Deputy Chairman of 
the History of Botany Section, he has published, 
as mentioned, several reports on the history of the 
Polish Botanical Society, presenting profiles of 
honorary members and laureates of the Professor 
Wladystaw Szafer Medal. 

Since 1980 Professor Majewski has been 
a member of the Polish Phytopathological So- 
ciety, and has participated in the work of the Main 
Board as Chairman of the Nomenclature Section 
(1996—2006). Since 1982 he has been a member 
of the Warsaw Scientific Society. In 1987-1995 
he was a member of the Scientific Council of the 
Institute of Botany, Polish Academy of Sciences; 
and in 1993-1998 was a member of the Botany 
Committee of this institution. Since 1990 he has 
been actively engaged in the work of the Com- 
mittee on the History of Science and Technology 
at the Polish Academy of Sciences, as Chairman of 
the Committee on the History of Natural Sciences 
and as a member of the Presiding Board (since 
1999). Since 2001 he has been a member of the 
Committee on the History of Polish Science at 
the Polish Academy of Arts and Sciences. He also 
belongs to the Polish Creationist Society. 
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For many years Professor Tomasz Majewski 
has worked on the editorial committees of sev- 
eral Polish scientific journals: Acta Mycologica 
(1978-2004; Chairman of the Editorial Board 
since 1987), Fragmenta Floristica et Geobotanica 
(1991-2000), Wiadomości Botaniczne — Botanical 
News (since 1992), Atlas of the distribution of fungi 
in Poland (since 2000) and Rozprawy z Dziejów 
Nauki i Techniki (‘Papers on the History of Science 
and Technology") (since 1999). 

Professor Tomasz Majewski has a vast knowl- 
edge of botany, mycology and zoology; he is also 
renowned as an ecologist and a taxonomist. His 
scientific output includes a total of about 120 pub- 
lications. A special contribution to the development 
of science is his description of five new genera and 
almost a hundred species of fungi, only a scant few 
of which have had their taxonomic status changed 
as a result of recent research. In 1995 he was 
granted the Professor Władysław Szafer Medal 
by the Polish Botanical Society for his outstanding 
scientific achievements in the field of botany; in 
2007 he was awarded an Honorary Membership 
of the Polish Botanical Society. 

In appreciation of Professor Majewski 's exper- 
tise and his contribution to world science, he has 
been honored by mycologists in the names of six 
taxa of fungi as well as in the names of four taxa 
published in this volume.
